class. Too much muscular exertion ex- 
hausts a system which has weak spots 
or low functional energy. Sclence 
whispers that enough liberty for a boy 
is as necessary as enough diselpline; 
that growth Is the ma!n object In rals 
ing him, What he knows or Low he be 
haves belng useful, but of less conse 
quence. It seems that the boy of the 


future ts to have a complete redress | 


of all the grievances which affilcted the 
boy of the past. 

All the maln questions arising out of 
the general forestry problem are dis 
cussed, or at least touched upon, In the 
report of the Secretary of Agriculture 
on the southern Appalachian and White 
Mountain watersheds. The report was 
made for the purpose of Informing Con- 
gress as to the advisability of purchas- 
ing and setting aside the regions men- 
thoned as national forest reserves. 
Whatever Congress may do In the mat- 
ter, the report and all kindred discus- 
sion of forests have great value In edu- 
eating the country. On the proper care 
of forests In public and private hands 
depends primarily the supply of lumber 
for all future time. The insistence of 
experts ou this point has stimulated In- 
terests In sctentific cutting, the treat- 
ment of Jand which has been cut over, 


the protection of standing wood and’ 


young growth from fire. More than 
this, we have learned the value of trees 
in preventing the washing away of val- 
uable soll and the consequent clogging 
of watercourses. Without trees the 
rains wear the land down to the bone; 
the melting snows run unchecked fn 
the spring and cause destructive 
floods; streams which furnish power to 
niills canuot have a regular flow, and 
reservoirs for public water-supply can- 
not be malntained. Moreover, entomol- 
ogists tell us that a rapid diminution 
of forest trees in any region destroys 
the balance between tree I!fe and the 
fusect life that preys upon !t, and so 
Increases the burden on frult and 
shade trees. The problem thus affects 
not only the lumberman aud the Indus- 
tries that depend on wood, but the 
whole community. Nature has estab- 
lished a relation between the forests of 
the North and the water that flows by 
New Orleans. Knowledge of this rela- 
tlon Is a bond between the states be- 
yond the power of politics to make or 
break. The public is becoming educated 
in the sclence of forestry and In the 
greater sclence of mutual dependence 
and responsibility. 








Sticking to the Disagreeable Job,

To go every morning with a stout 
heart and an elastic step, with courage 
and enthusiasm, to work which we are 
not fitted for and were not Intendal to 
do, work against which our very na- 
ture protests, Just berause !t is our 
duty, and to keep this up. year In and 
year out, require herole quallities.—O.

‘A learned blockhead ts a 
greater blockhead than an ignorant 
one,’ he asserted, and claimed that ‘of 
learned fools I have seen ten times 
ten: of unlearned wise men I have seen 
a bundrd.’ Yet Franklin was far from 
showing the usual contempt of the seif- 
taught man for an academic education. 
On his settling in Philadelphia he 
found two things which he regretted, 
and one of these was ‘there being no 
provision © © © for the complete 
education of youth © * * I there- 
fore !n 1743 drew up a proposal for es- 
tablishing an academy.’” 

The academy was duly founded, but 
in time It becaine a hotbed of politics. 
and {ts rector an active opponent of 
Franklin himself.
